Lieutenant-Governor Hon. Jacob H. Neff, President of the Senate, in 
the chair, by virtue of Section 238, Article II, of the Political Code.

Brandon, Secretary of Senate; E. F. Mitchell, Minute Clerk, and J. 
Louis Martin, Sergeant-at-Arms, were present, and occupied their 
respective positions. 

Lieutenant-Governor Hon. Jacob H. Neff now called the Senate to 
order.

PROCLAMATION OF THE GOVERNOR. 


The President directed the Secretary, Hon. Frank J. Brandon, to 
read the proclamation of the Governor convening the extra session of 
the Legislature. 

Whereupon, the Secretary read the following proclamation: 


PROCLAMATION. 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, STATE OF CALIFORNIA, | 
SacrkawentTo, January 23, 1900, if 

Wuereas, An extraordinary occasion exists, requiring the convening of the Lepisla- 
ture of the State of Califorma for the purposes hereinafier particularly set forth: 

Now, therefore, I, Henry T. Gage, as Governor, by virtue of the power conferred 
upon me by Section 9, Article V of the Constitution of the State of Califurmia do 
hereby convene the said Legislature, to assemble in extraordinary session at the City 
of Sacramento, State aforesaid, at the State Capitel, on Monday, the twenty-ninth 
(29th) day of January, in the year of vur Lord 1900, at one o'clock P. M. of said day.

The purposes tor which T have ly cbis proclamation convened, and for which I do 
hereby convene said Legislature to n:eet in said ses-1on, are specifically as follows: 


FIRST. 


To elect a United States Senator from this S-ate, to fill the vacancy now existing, 
caused by the expiration of the lerm of office of vic Honorable Stephen M. White. 


SECOND. 


To consider and enact a law, +0 take immedine effect, amending Section 2524 uf the 
Political Code of the State of Cuinfuinia, so that said section, when amended, shall be 
in words and figures substanizlly as follows. 

Section 2524. The Commissioners shall bave possession and control of that purtion 
ol the Bay of San Francisco, together with all the unprevements, rights privileges, 
easements, appurtenances connccted therewith, or in any wise appertaining thereto, for 
the purpose in this article provided (excepting such parcels thereof as are held by the 
lessees, or their assigns, on valil Jeaxes, which parcels so held it 1s hereby made the 
duty of the Commissioners tu take possession of, together with the improvements 
thereon, a3 soon as said leases terminate, and also to see that the lessees, or their suc- 
cessors or assigns, do not exercise rights and privileges that are not conferred by said 
leases), hounded as follows, tu wit: Commencing at the puint where the easterly line of 
the Presidio Reservation intersects the water-linc front. as established by the Board of 
State Tide Land Commissioners, thence easterly along said water-line front to the cen- 
ter of Webster Street; thence southerly along the center of Webster Street to the center 
of Lewis Street, thence easterly along the venter of Lewis Street tu the ceuter of Polk 
Street; thence southerly along the center of Polk Street to the center of Tonquin Street; 
thence easterly along the center ot Tanquin Stree: to the center of Larkin Street; thence 
seuiherly along the centerof Larkin Street to the center of Jefferson Street; thence east- 
erly along the center of Jefferson Street to the center of Powell Street; thence southerly 
along the center of Powell Street to the center of Eeach Street, thence easterly along the 
center of Beach Street to the center of Mupunt Street, thence southerly along the 
center of Dupont Street to the center of North Point Street; thence easterly along the 
center of North Point Street to the center ot Kearny Street, thence southerly along 
the center: of Kearny Street to the center of Franciseo Street, thenee easterly along the 
center of Francisco Street to the center of Montpomery Street; thence southerly along 
the center of Montgomery Street ta the center of Chestnut Street; thence éasterly 
along the center of Chestnut Street tu the cente of Sunsume Street, thence southerly 
alureg the center of Sansome Street -o the ceuter of Lombard Street; thence easterly 
alung the center of Lombard Street to the center of Battery Street, thence southerly

Berry Street; thence westerly along the center of Berry Street, to the center of 
Tiurd Street, thence southerly along the center of Third Street_to the northerly line 
of Channel Street; thence westerly along the Jast mentioned line to the easterly 
line of Fifth Street; thence southerly along said ‘ast mentioned line to the southerly 
line of said Channel Street; thence easterly along said last mentioned line to the center 
of Kentucky Street; thence southerly ulong the center of Kentucky Street to the center 
of Fourth Street; thence alung the center of Fourth Street to the center of Louisiana 
street; thence southerly along the center of Loui-~iana Street to the center of El Dorado 
street; thence westerly along the center of El Dorado Street to the center of Illinois 
street; thence southerly along the center of Ilinois Street to the center of Solano 
atreet; thence easterly along the center of Solano Street to the water-front line 
established by the Board of State Tide Land Cummissioners; thence soutoerly along 
said last mentioned line io the center of Tulare Street; thence westerly along the 
center of Tulare Street to the center of Texas Street; thence southerly along the 
center of Texas Street ta the center of Islais Street; thence easterly along the center 
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of Islais Street to the center of Waterfront Street; thence southerly along the center 
of Waterfront Street to the center of India Stieet; thence westerly, southerly, and 
easterly along the center of said India Street to the center of Waterfront Street, 
to the center of China Street; thence westerly along the center of China Street 
to the center of Third Avenue; thence southerly along the center of Third Avenue 
to the northerly line of the property of the California Dry Dock Company, thence 
eastetly along said Jast mentioned line to the waterfront established hy the Board 
of State Tide Land Commissioners; thence southerly along and around said Dry 
Dock Cumpany’s land to the southeasterly corner thereof; thence westerly along the 
line of chit land tu the center of Waterfront Street; thence southerly along the center 
of Waterfront Street to the center of Nineteenth Avenue; thence westerly along the 
center of Nineteenth Avenue to the center of Dock Street; thence southerly along the 
line of Dock Street to the center vf Twenty-third Avenue; thence westerly along the 
center of Twenty-third Avenue to the center of H Street; thence southerly along the 
center of H Street to the center of Twenty-fourth Avenue; thence easterly along the 
center of Twenty-fourth Avenue to the center of Waterfront Street; thence southerly 
along the center of said Waterfront Street to the southern boundary of the City 
and County of San Francisco; thence along the southerly, easterly, and northerly 
boundary lines of said city and county to a pomt due north of the place of cominence- 
ment, and thence suuth to the pluce of commencement. But no harbor embankment 
or seawall shall be constructed outside of the fullowing named points and lines, to wit: 
Commencing at the put where the eastern houndary line of the Presidio Reservation, 
extended in a northerly direction, intersects the three-fathom contour line shown upon 
the chart of the United States Survey, and running thence in an easterly and southerly 
direction, upon straight or curved lines, in such manner as to approach as near as prac- 
ticable the extreme outer projecuons of the water-line front, as described in an Act to 
provide for the disposition of certain property of the State of California, passed March 
twenty-sixth, in the year of our Lord eighteen hundred and fifty-one, to a point at or near 
theintersection of Second and Berry Streets, thenee continuing southerly, upon straight 
or curved lines, 1m such @ manner as to approach as near as practicable the extreme 
outer projections of the water-line front, as established by the Buard of State Tide Land 
Commus-~1oners, to the svutherly boundary of said City and County of San Francisco; 
and said Commissioners, in addition to a general control over said premises, shall have 
authority to use, for loading and landing merchandise, with a mght to collect dockaye, 
wharfage, und tolls thereon, such portion of the streets of the City and County of San 
Francisco. ending or fronting upon the waters of suid hay, as may be used fur such pur- 

oses Without obstructing the same as thoroughfares , and authority tu rent an office in the 

ity and County of San Francisco. between Montgomery, Market, and Pacihe Streets and 
the city front; and purchase from time to time suitable books for the records of the 
Secretary and accounts of the Wharfingers, together with such stationery as muy be 
reqiured by the Board; and to fix and regulate, from time to time, the rates of dock~ 
age, Wharfuge, cranaye, tolls, and rents; and collect such an amount of revenue there- 
from as will enable the Commissioners to perform the duties required of them by 
authority of this article; and the Commissioners and Governor of California muy so 
modify anid establish such rates of dockage and wharfage as will produce a revenue not 
tu eaceed 1n amount the moneys collected in the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
tive. collecting as near ag possible equal amounts from dockage and wharfage. When 
such modification bas been made, the collection of tolls must be aholished and the toll 
collectors discharged The Commissioners shall construct such number of wharves as 
the wants of commerce shall require, and shall locate such wharves at such points and 
upon such lines as the Board may deem most suitable for the hest interests uf com- 
merce, nd shall repair and maintain all the wharves, piers, quays, landings, and 
thoroughfares the wants of commerce may require, and generally to erect all such 
improvements ag may be necessary for the safe landing, loading and unloading, 
and protection of all clusses of merchandise. and for the safety and_convenience 
of passengers passing intu and out of the City and County of San Francisco, by 
water. And for the purpose of repairing said wharves, pliers, quays, and Jand- 
ings, the Commissioners are hereby authorized and empowered to purchase or con- 
struct pile-drivers, and the necessary machinery to be used therewith, and employ 
men fur operating the same, nor shall any wharf be constructed upon such place or 
line as will cause any slip or dock to be less than one hundred and thirty-six feet wide 
at the most narrow point between the wharves. The Cummussioners are hereby auth- 
orized and empowered to purchase or construct works for preserving piles and timber, 
and the necessary machinery to be used therewith, and operate said works, and for that 
purpose to employ men and purchase chemicals, or such other materials as may he 
neces~ary for the preserving of mles and timber. The purchase of chemicals can be 
made without advertising for proposals therefur. When they determine that a new 
wharf shull be erected, or any other necessary improvement constructed, or repairs 
made, or dredging machines, pile-drivers, scows, steam tugs, or any necessary machin- 
ery or matenal obtained, the costs of which shall exceed three thousand dollars, they 
shall advertise fur sealed proposals, for a period not less than ten days, in one or 
more of the daily newspapers in the City and County of San Francisco. Every pro- 
posal shall be accompanied by a certified check for an amount equal to five per cent 
of the amount of such proposal, such check to be made payable to the order of the 
Secietary of said Board; conditioned if the proposal is accepted and the contract 
awarded, and if the bidder shall fail or neglect to execute the contract and give the

bond required within six days after the award 1s made, in that case the said sum 
mentioned in said check shall be paid into the State Treasury by said Secretary, as 
liquidated damages for such filure and neglect, as a portion of the San Francisco 
Harbor Improvement Fund. Such advertisement shall contain a general descrip- 
tion of the work to be done, the material to he used, the place where to be ace 
and must refer to specifications, which must contain a full and accurate description 
of the work to be performed, the material 10 2 used, and where to be used, which 
specifications shall be kept in the office of the Secretary of the Board in such man- 
ner that all persons may inspect the same during the usual business hours of all 
days except Sundays and holidays. On a day named in the advertisement, the Com- 
missioners shall open the bids in the presence of such bidders as are present, and award 
the contract to the lowest bidder, who shall furnish sufficient sureties to guarantee the 
performance of the work. If, in the opinion of the Commnussioners, the bids are 
tuo high, they may reject them and advertise anew in hke manner as before. If, 
in the opinion uf the Commissioners, the second bids are too high, they may reject 
them likewise, and enter into contract with 1esponsible parties without giving 
further notice. Any contract entered into without giving public notice and 
receiving bids, must be at least ten per cent lower than the lowest rejected bid. 
The Board may construct such harbor embankments or seawall as shall be necessary 
to protect the harbor of San Francisco, and dredge such number of slips and docks as 
the commerce of the port of San Francisco may require, to a depth that will admit of 
the easy and free ingress and egress of all classes of water craft that load and discharge 
cargoes at the wharves, piers, quays, landings, and thoroughfares in the harbor of San 
Francisco; to perform which dredging the Board of State Harbor Commissioners are 
hereby authorized and empowered te purchase v2 construct dredging machines, scows, 
steam tugs, and the necessary machinery, and employ men for operating the same. 
When any portion of the premises described in this article shall be ore the sand, 
mud, or other substance shall be deposited in a place designated by the Board, in not 
less than fifteen fathoms of water. .\ll clusses of water craft that uses or makes fast to 
any wharf, pier, quay, landing or thoroughfare, and lands upon or loads therefrom any 
goods, wares, or merchandise, shall he liable and must pay to the Commissioners suc 
rates of dockage as shall be fised by authority of this article; and all such water 
craft as shall discharge or receive any goods, wares, or merchandise, while movred in 
any slip, dock, or basin within the jurisdiction of the Commissioners, shall pay one- 
half the regnlarratesof duckage Any watercraft that shall leave any wharf, pier. quay, 
landing, thoroughfare, slip, dock, or basin, unless forced tu du so by stress of weather, 
without first paying the dockage due from such ve-sel, shall be lable to pay double the 
regular rates. The charge fur wiarfage and tolls shall be a hen upon all guods, wares, 
and merchandise landed upon any of the wharves, piers, quays, landings, o* thorough- 
fares upon the premises deseriberd in this arnele; and the Conmissivvers, their agents 
or lessees, may hold wosgession of any such good., wares, or merchandise so landed as 
aforesaid, to secure the payment of such whaifage and tolls; and for the purpose of 
such hen are deemed to have possession of such gaods, wares, and mesinnnice so 
landed until such charge for wharfage and tolls are paid. The Commissioners shall 
have power to make reasonable rnles and regulations concerning the control and muan- 
ayement of the property of the State which 1s intrusted tu them by virtue of this 
article, and sud Commissioners are hereby authorized and reqymred to make, without 
delay, and from time to ume, and punish not less than thuty days in a daily news- 
paper of general circulation published in the City and County of San Francisco, all 
needful rules and regulations not imconsistent with the laws of the State or of the 
United States in relation to the moormng and anchoring of vessels in said harbor, pro- 
viding and maintaining free, open, and unobstructed passageways for stean: ferry buats 
and other steamers nayigating the waters of the Bay of San Francisco and the fresh 
water tributaries of said bay, se that such steamers can conveniently make their trips 
without impediment from vessels at anchor or other obstacles. And said Commis- 
sloners may also make all needful rules and regulations governing the removal of such 
vessels from the wharves and other landings, and from slips and docks, as are not 
engayed in receiving or discharging cargo, prescribing the time during which guods, 
wares, and merchandise landed upon any wharf, vier, quay, landing, or thoroughfare 
shall be permitted to remain thereon, and may «divide the same into several classes, 
and may, by such rules and regulations, provide that in case any such goods, wares. or 
merchandise remain upon any wharf, pier, quay, ‘unding, or thoroughfare beyond the 
term so prescribed, the respective wharfnger may, under the order of the Commission- 
ers, remove and deposit the same in u suituble place. ut the charge, risk, and expense 
of the owner thereof. When any goods, wares, or merchandise shall haye remained 
upon any wharf, mer, quay, landing, or thoroughfare more than twenty-four hours, the 
Commissioners may, in their discretion, charge such additional rates for each subse- 
uent day av in their opinion is Just und equitable. The Commissioners may, 1p their 
iscretion, set apart and assign, for the exclusive use of the water craft used by the 
officers of the Federal Government, such convenient and safe landings as such 
officers may require, together with suitable premises near such landings as muy 
be set apart and assigned for their use, upon which premises such officers may 
cause to be erected offices and storehouses to suit their convemience, and the Com- 
missioners shall charge a reasonable compensa ion per mouth for the use of such 
landings and office and sturehouse premises, set apart and assign a auitable and 
proper locality four the use of the Harbor Pulice of the City and County of San 
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Francisco, and also a suitable place for a boat house station, for the exclusive use 
of the quarantine and health officers of said city and county, without compensa- 
tion, set apart and assign, for the exclusive use of steam ferryboats, suitable slips 
in which gaid structures may be erected_as will secure the safe and convenient 
landing of passengers and safe landing and delivery of freight; set apart and assign 
suitable wharves, Borthe, or landings for the exclusive use of vessels, to construct suit- 
able sheds, gates, and other tempvurary structures as may be necessary for the safe and 
convenient landing of passengers and safe landimg and delivery of freight, and set 
aye and assign, for the sole and exclusive use of the fishermen of the City and County 
of San Francisco, such place or places us the said Commissioners shall deem proper, sul- 
ficient, and adapted fur the requirements and necessitie+ of said fishermen: provded, 
the prenises set apart by said Commissioners shall be used only for the Jegitimute busi- 
ness of suid tishermen, and for no other purpose; and provded, suid Commissioners 
shall not charge therefor more than the following rates: For boats over twenty-two feet 
and under forty feet long, one dollar per week; for boats from sixteen to twenty-two feet 
long, seventy-hye cents per week; and for all boats less than sixteen feet long, 
twenty-five cents per week. The Commmussioners may assign suitable places for the 
landing of horses, cattle, sheep, and swine; and when such places have been assigned, 
it shall be 2 misdemeanor for a commander of any water craft to land any greater 
number than ten at any one time from any water craft at any uther place. The 
Commissioners may set apart, for the uses and purposes of dry docks and marine 
railways, such portions oF the waterfront northwesterly of the northerly end of 
Kearny Street and southerly of the easterly end of Solano Street, as the wants 
of commerce may require. The Commissioners shall net have the right to renew 
any lease. or to lease any premises under their control for any purpose whatever, 
but they may permit any property under their control to be used by any corpo- 
ration, firm, assuciation, person, or company, but in no ease shall uny corporation, 
firm, agsociation, person, or company enjoy the use of any of the property under the Cum- 
missioners’ charge, except stich use as shall be ternnnated a8 herein provided, and the 
said Commissioners may condemn, purchase, and pay a reasunable compensation for 
such strueture as may have been erected upon the suid premises, which structure. in 
the opinion of the Board and Engineer, may be useful for such commercial purposes as 
this article 1s intended to promote. No person or company shall land or remove any 
goods, wares, or merchandise, or other things, upon or from any wharf, per, quay, land- 
ing, or thoroughfare situated upon the premises desembed in this article; nor shall any 
corporation, firm, assuciation, company, or person cullect dockage, wharfage, cranage, 
or toll within the boundanes of the premises descmbed im this article, without hrst 
obtaining permission to do so from said Commissioners. Any use permitted of the 
property by the Commissioners may be terminated atany time by them, on thirty days’ 
previous notice to the party or parties so using the ‘same. Said Board shall not 
fans to, or permit any corporation or association, or any person or persons, to lay 
down any track or tracks for railways along any of the property described herein, 
or on any portion of the waterfront of San Francisey, under any condition what- 
ever. Baul Haare may, when the wants of commerce require, lay down such number 
of tracks along and on any portion of said waterfront as may be necessary to 
meet such wants, and permit the use thereof to any corporation or association, 
or any person or persons, under such rules, regulations, and at such compensa- 
tion as said Boum may determine; provided, that no special privileges shall be 
awarded thereon to any Corporation, iassuciation, persun, or persons, and provided 
further, that switches from said railroad track or tracks may, with the permission of 
said Board, and under the limitations and conditions of this Act, be constructed by 
corporations, or any persun or persons, leading to any warehouse or place of business, 
Nor shall any person or company place, or cause to be placed, any obstruction in that 
portion of the Bay of San Francisco described in this article, ner upon any wharf, yer, 
quay, landing, or thoroughfare, witheut the cunsent of the Bourd. Whenever any 
wharf, pier, quay, landing, or thoroughfare in the harbor of San Franeisco shall be 
incumbered, or their free use interfered with by goods, wares, merchandise, or other 
substances, whether loose or built upon, or fixed to any such wharf, pier, quay, 
landing, or thoroughfare, it shall be the duty of the Cumtoissioners to notify, nm 
writing (which service may be served by a Wharhnger, or the Secretary or Assistant 
Secretary of the Board), the owner, agent, ur occupant, or person placing or keep- 
ing such obstructions thereon, to remove the same within twenty-four hours after 
the serving of such notice; and im case of failure to cumply with such netice, and 
remove such obstructions, the owner, agent, vccupant, or person notified shall be 
liable to pay the Comnussioners the sum of twenty-five dellars for each and every 
day during abich such obstruction shall remain upon any such wharf, pier, quay, 
landing, or thoroughfare; and the Commissioners shall have power, 1n therr dis- 
cretion, to remove any such incumbering substance, and store the same im any suitable, 
convenient, and safe place, and a sum equal tu the amount of the eapenses of the 
removal, together with all other necessary charges, shall be paid by the owner of such 
incumbering substance to the Commussiouers, and such sum and necessary charges 
shall bea hen on such substance until paid. The rate of dockage, wharfaze, and tolls 
shall not exceed those established by the Board of State Harbor Comii-zsionets, July 
first, eighteen hundred und seventy-four, and dockage shall not be collected on any 
vessel lying at anvhor outside of dock, wharf, or slip. Nothing m this sectiun shall be 
construed as authorizing the Buard of Harbor Commissioners to construct any railroad 
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élong and upon any open cena) extending inland from said waterfront. But said Har- 
bor Commissioners may, when a waterfront railroad shall be constructed by them, 
construct the same across tle outlet of such oper canal. 


THIRD, 


Lo consider aud enact a law, ta iake immed aie effect, amending Section 2597 of the 
Political Code of the Srate of Caitfornia, so Ciat said section when amended shall be 
in Words and figures substantially as follows > 

Section 2427. No contract or oll vation entered into by the Harbor Commissioners, 
whieh creates u habibty or authorizes the pasment of money, shall be yvald or of 
Inniding force unless signed by ali three of the Cotnmuissioners, and couniersiuzned by 
the Secretary of the Board; ner sha'lany contract, involving the payment of money, 
be made by the smd Commissioners aniless the amount then to the credit of the Harbor 
Improvement Fund, together with the revenue esiimated to accrue up to the ume of 
the maturity of such contract, overand above the current expenses of the Commission, 
be sufficient to meet the payments “o beeome due thereon; provided, such estimate of 
revenue shall be limited, as to timc, tu five (5) years. 

Where the work to be done is the construction of a new wharf, bulkhead or break- 
water, and its appurtenances, the Board may lease said wharf, bulkhead or breakwater 
and its appurtenances for a period not to exceed hve years, and for an amount not to 
exceed the cost of constructing sail work, the rents therefrom to be apphed, in whole 
orin part, in payment for the cost of such constrietion, and said Buurd may provide in 
the vontracts for the same thar the rents therefrom shall be so apphed, or the work be 
paid for, in whole or m part, from such rents and revenues.

Gentlemen of the Senate and .issembly of the State uf California: 


In 1e-convening your honcrable body in extraordinary session for the purposes 
expressed in ny proclamation, 1 beromes my cury to state more fully the views which 
Tentertain regarding the bisimes: to be transacted and the necessity ror this catra 
session. 

After careful consideration for many month~ of the question whether, among other 
things, the expense to the people which may accrue fiom this session should outweigh 
the exigeney of convoking the Ley iature, I jiave fuJly determined that the question 
of immediate disbursement should be subordinated to public duty and public necessity, 
and that this necessity, above all other niatters demands the election of a United States 
Senator, so that California shall stard equalin representation with her sister States in 
the Senate of the Umited States 

The duty which devolves upon vou of elect g a United States Senator is paramount, 
and, to afford you an opportunity to perform this ligh prerogative. would alone—were 
there no other nnportant quesi.gus to be disp med of by the Legislature—iequire this 
extraordinary session. 

If the representatives of each State in the Union were to refuse tu perform their con- 
stitutional obligations of electing a United States Senator, the foundation of the 
Federal Government by and for the people world crumble, and the American Republic 
wonld become a melancholy phantasy. 

The sisterhood of States represented in Congress 1s the constitutional essence of our 
Nation; and full representation is not alone a r ght belonging tu each State, but also 
one of the greatest rights of the Republic, and for many months Jast pasi patriotic and 
urgent appeals ave came to me trom many of the must eminent stafesmen and jurists 
in America imploring Califorma ME ere iy this reeard, her whole duty to the Umen. 
Our country’s seal bears the mottu Unity from Multipheity, and the stars and stripes, 
joined in one flag, signify supremacy and singleucss of purpose through w union of the 
States. 

The Constitution and laws of the United Staves must be obeyed, as well as the Con- 
stitution and laws of each State. 

The Federal Constitution and laws require that all States shall supply Representa- 
tives to Congress, to Jegislate for the whole people. as well ag for the peuple of the 
separate States; and the persistent refusal of a State to perform this duty required by 
the Federal Constitution and laws is GQeason apainst the Union. 

In tuking my vath of ottce, L solemniy pledged myself to support the Constitution 
and laws of the United States, and [ firmly believe that T ual he recreant tu that 
sacred oath did I fail nuw tu conveke this Legislature for the purpose of electing a 
United States Senator. 

i ee practical results of the recent war with Spain must be measured by Congressional 
egislation. 

"The Pacitic Coast is vitally interested in ile maintenance of our new possessions. 
Commercial expansion westward needs Federal assistance The proper zovernment of 
the Phihppines 1s a necessary increment to Western commerce. Trade 1s based on 
order, and there can be no order without law 

California should have her full corps of legisiators in Congress to assist in the passage 
of laws favorable to our trade with the newly acquired territory. No State can be eyual 
ui not eyually represented. Califerma, the‘efore, demands her equal right of rep- 
resentation by the election at your hands oi a United States Senator. 

Upon the 18th of March, 1899, [ addressed a messave to you, in which, while calling 
your attention to this solemn duts, amoung vther things, I used the following language, 
which is at this time equally true and much more 2gnificant: 

“In view of the great territonal expansion westward in the Pacific Ocean, the com- 
mercialinterestsof this State are tov vast and its political position too important to be 
now impaired by your failure to chovse a National Representative. the power to 
select a Umted States Senato: is vested in you by the Constitution, by the law, and by 
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the peuple; and the people require at your hands the exercise of that high prerog- 
ative.” 

Through unhappy and hidden cansea, you failed to heed my appeal on that occasion ; 
and subsequent events have justified the fears which I then entertained, that the grand 
National Administration, under the guidance of our great President, nught meet with 
sume oe from those who ought to be first to maintain our country’s yrandeur. 

Aheady, with the fruits of a victorious war within our control, discordant voices are 
raised To obstruct vur country's expansion, 

The enemies of progiess seek to suw ihe seeds of distrust. The retrogressive few 
struggle to oppose the Nation's mayestie strides eastward and westward — Discarding 
the Jaws of civilization and national evolution, these obstruectionists would once more 
reduce Gf they could) this mayuificent empire to its original thirteen States. 

America, proud of her prestige among nations, must gu forward, not backward. 
The ductrine of the mgehts of man must be tanght on the isles of the Oment. The flag 
which symbolizes these rights likewise symbolizes freedom; and ne peuple aboye whom 
it floats can bear the shackles of the slave. 

Our country has a moral as well as a material duty to perform respecting our newly 
acquired islands — [t must unseltishly show tu the people of the Philippines, of Guam, 
and of the other isles of the Pacific the virtue of American law and Amejican liberty. 
Our Republic must be an exemplar through social and commercial contact. Our mes- 
sengers of peace and ervilization must educate the inhabitants of oul new possessions 
In the mduestnal and mechanical arts, and in the best methods of aenicultural dev elop- 
ment The ron of war must be transformed into Implements of husbandry. Racial 
hates must vield to American philanthropy, and crude wnd savage customs to Amer- 
lean motality 

To achieve all this, we should have wise laws and prudent councilors; and Califor- 
mha—the westernmost State of the, Umon. and the commercial gate for Amenica s 
Onental trade—is deeply concerned in this great and necessary work 

Lam. therefore, conscientiously convinced that an essential step in this direction 13 
the election of a Toited States Senator 

Berg conscious of the rectitude of our pr poses, no lurking assassin ef character 
nor cow.dly libeler need hope, for a single instant, tu intimidate or sway us frum the 
faithful discharge of our duty to our countiy and our State because of the dastardly 
menace of printed blackmail. 

Unhiased by special predilections, undeterred by the ruthless and unfounded 
eriticism of a few morning newspaper political bosses vf pretended intluence, evcr ready 
aud willing to sacrifice the welfare of their party, State, and Nation tothe gratification of 
their own hates and ambitions, and to decry every honoiable principle and deed 
opposed to then various schemes and personal aspirations, here you may meet in calne 
eounei] to select same gentleman for the United States Senate unquestionably worthy 
of the ngh honor, whese ability ond miegrity can not justly be assailed, who ts inspired 
with the splendid and piogtessive views of the President, and why, when elected, will 
unswervinuly assist the National Administration mm its magnificent governmental plan 
of extending American envthzation and commerce tu the new territory, where the 
Aierican soldier and satlor Lave planted and maintamed our country's Hag. 


HARBOR IMPROVEMENT. 


In the second, third, and fourth grounds of the proclamation I have called your 
attention to needed lepislation far the improvement of the harbor of San Francisco, 
wherem it is suggested that you pass amendments to Sections 2524 and 2527 of the 
Political Code, and also that you enact a law for the transfer to the San Francisco 
Harbor Impiovement Fund of the money now lying unused in the San Francisco Deput 
Sinking Fund. 

The growing commercial necessities of the State require greater harbor facilities for 
the State’s prineipal port at San Francisco, in order to meet the trade which bas so 
greatly increased during the past year, and which is still further increasing. 

The length of wharves now limited by said sections of the Political Codeis inade- 
quate to accommodate the shipping of the cuast. By reason of thin lack of whurfage 
spruce, the shipment of the large grain yields and other products of vur State causes 
great expense to our merchants, and especially imposes extraordinary burdens upon 
the farmers throughout the State, by hampering their sales on accvunt uf delay in ship- 
ment arcing from this condition. 

The ymniediate demand for appropriate legislation in this direction may be better 
understoud fron: the following petition received by me last December, and signed by 
the members and officers of the State Board of Harbour Commissioners, who are worthy 
and competent officers, and have at heart the interest of the State and the harbor of 
San Francisco, and are administering their office with skilland economy Inasmuch 
ns my distinguished and very able predecessor in_oftice, Hon. James H. Budd, is 
the afrorney for this Board, and the majority of the Board 1: Democratic, 1t 12 mumifest 
that T should not be accused. of Republican partisanship im this eall for an extra ses- 
sion, since these gentlemen differing from mein polities join in their request for imme- 
diate leyislation in belialfof the harbour to the many other urgent appeal» of people 
who are hest acquainted with and deeply interested In the commercial necessities vf 
the port of San Franeisco. The petition 1s as follows: 
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“Orrtce Union Depot anp Ferry Hotse, 


“Boarp or Stire Harsor CoMMiIssioNnERs, 
“Say Francisco, Cat., December 13, 1899. 


‘Hon. Henry T. Gace, Governor of California, Sucramento, Cal.- 


“Dear Sir: The commercial connnunity seem to be a unit on the proposition that 
the traffic by water to and from this port will, within the next two years, show an un- 
precedented increase. Already the7e 1s everv indication that this expected large volume 
uf eammerce 13 gradually finding its way to Sar Francisco. 

“Por the past ten months, while our harbor facilities have been sufficiently ample 
to accommodate the shipping, it nevertheless required all the wharfage room at the 
disposal] of this Commission to meet the require ments of the increased trade of the port 
during that period. 

“Tt is a fact that there has been a scarcity of tonnage this season to move fur export 
our graincrop. This fact is verihed by the crawded condition at the present time of the 
large grain warehouses at tide-water at Port Costa, and the similarly crowded condition 
of the Interior warehouses throughvut the State. Vessels engaged in our export yrain 
trade arrive at this pert first with an inward cargo. Had the number of vessels arrived 
here during the last four months that the volume of our grain for export justified, it 
inust be admitted that our harbur facilities wonld have been inalequate to meet the 
demands of the trade 

In anticipation of a much larger volume of shipping to and from this port, the 
Board of State Harbor Commussivners have leen earnest in their eftorts to provide 
increased wharf accommodations, su that all ve-sels, foreign and domestic, entering vur 
hai bor shall be given prompt and convenient cacilities tu discharge thei inward and 
Joad their outward cazgoes with as quick dispateh as can be afforded elsewhere. 

“should the busines< of the pert, however. increase to such an extent as is now 
generally conceded that it will, leeslation will be necessary to enuble this Commission 
to accommudate the modern-burlt vessels with wharf facilities. 

“The present outline of the San Fiancisce waterfront was arranged vears ago, when 
the greatest lenyth of vessels entering the port was from 200 to 300 feet. At the time 
when these conditions existed, the Legislature by law (which 1s still in effect) pro- 
hibited the Harbor Commissivners from extending wharves out more than G00 feet 
Srom the buikhead line, inasmuch as with the yessels then in service, four of them— 
iwo on each side—could be moored alongside o a wharf 500 ur 600 feet in Tength. Ves- 
sels now afloat and being bul. in the shipyard. ef the world vary from 400 to 700 feet 
in length. Such vessels have been coming tu ‘his port, and their number will hence- 
forwaid increase, and therefore it can readily be observed that our dockage room at 
wharves 64) feet in length and iess has become minimized. 

“The law should be sv amended as to permit the extension of wharves out a dis- 
tance of 800 feet from the bulkhead line, instead of 600 feet, as provided for by the 
present law While this Commission hope to Le able within the next twelve months to 
commence to build three new wharves of the must modern construction, at an estt- 
mated cost of $180,000 for the three, and pay for the same from the revenues of the 
Board, yet 1t 1s quite certain that a greater number of new wharves, as well as uther 
improvements, Will be necessary, to keep pace with the trade heading this way. 

“These improvements can not be undeitaken by the Board until sufficient funds 
have been accumulated from the revenues, ani to wait tul then might vossibly Jeop- 
ardize the volume of shipping. Tuo overcome “his requires some enabling legislation, 
authorizing this Commission, wheneyer they find 14 necessary in order to provide 
for the construction or repairs of uny work cdeemed necessary for the convemence of 
ecommerce, to pledge the revenue of such work for and during a period notexceeding 
five ycars from the date of such contract 

“No risk should be assamed in not being alle to afford all necessary aceummoada- 
tions for any increased slipping that may eome hither. Therefore, ir view of the 
eurcumstances and conditions outlined herein, this Board would respectiully petition 
you to convene the Legislature in extraordinary session, for the purpose of amending 
the law relating to the Board of State Harbor Commussioners, so as tu enable said 
Board to provide additional harbor facilities for an mecreased trade in the port and 
harbor of San Francisco.

The immediate necessitv for this legislation may be perceived, not only from such 
petitions, but also from the fact (net of unusial oceurrence) that last Thursday there 
Were no unuecupied berths for ships in the herbor of Sun Francisco, and twelve deep- 
water vessels were overdue 

The shipping interests of this State are depen lent upon the properimprovement of its 
plincipal nyvers and harbors, and w nere defects exist mn our Jaws which are Incumpatible 
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with new conditions ansing from mereasing trade, and greater development of our 
resources, it becomes @ public duty to eliminate from our statute buoks those defects 
which are opposed to the progress of our State and the prosperity of our people. All 
the peuple of the State are vitally interested in the development of the San Francisco 
harbor. The fostering care of the State is a guaranty of the State’s continued concern 
for the future of this great harbor. With the betterment of trade and enhanced busi- 
ness advantages of our coast cities, the condition of the interior of the State will be hke- 
wise improved. Asa people we are interdependent, and a material 1mpediment to the 
commercial progress of the City of San Francisco (which contains nearly one-fourth of 
the State’s population) 1s a corresponding obstacle to the interest& of other parts of this 
State. Above all,it is the mght and duty of the State, and not of a municipality, to 
extend sovereign cure and management over the navigable waters of the,State For the 
State to attempt to abandon that nght and duty would be an effort to forego one of its 
most sacred functions. 

The expressions of those who maintain that a municipality may control and direct 
an entire Wied and navigable waters because of proximity thereto, are frequently the 
inconsiderate utterances of those having private ambitions or who are intluenced by 
sectional prejudices, The nourishing of such local jealousies can only result in injury 
tu both city and State, for the interests of San Francisco are neces-arily yomed with 
those of the State at large, and through the moral aid of the peuple of that city and the 
sovereign care of the State, this splendid harbor is destined to be a source of wealth to 
all the peaple of Califurnia. 

The sovereign control of the State over its navigable waters is a solemn trast held for 
the benefit of all the people, which the State can not absolutely resign in favor of 
municipalities. The language of the highest court of the nation in a recent case 1s 
decisive of this proposition, and that court has there defined the limits of Jocal and 
private control as follows: 

‘A grant of all the Jands under the navigable waters of a State has never been 
adjudged to be within the Jesislutive power, and any attempted grant of the kind 
would he held, if not absolutely void on its face, as subject to revocation. * * * The 
ownership of the navigable waters of the harbor and of the lands under them is a subject of 
publre concern to the whole people of the State” 

So again one of the learned Justices of the Supreme Court of this State, in considet- 
ng a These of this subject in a Jate case, tersely gave sanction to this view 1n the follow- 
ing words: 

sf Whatever power or sovereignty has heen conferred upon the State to be exercised 
only for the benetit and in the interest of the entire peuple, can not be abdicated on sur- 
rendered to indiyiduals, or exercised’ in favor uf some to the detriment or disadvantage 
of others. 

Nor 1s this position inconsistent with that taken by the court in the prevailing opin- 
ion in the same case, where it is said: 

“No grant of lands covered by navigable waters can be made which will impair the 
power of a subsequent Legislature to regulate the enjoyment of the public mght.” 

The sovereign right of the State to control its harbors, bays, and rivers, being a 
trust, held for the advantage of all the people of the State, the reyulation of the San 
Francisco harbor, supervision of its wharves, and the collection and inanagement of its 
tolls, 1s necessarily a matter of supreme concern to the State for the public weal. 

Sections 1 and 2, Article XV, of the Constitution of this State, protect the public 
right of free navigation, and impose the duty upon the Legislature of enacting laws 
which will preserve to the whule people of the State access to the State’s navigable 
waters. 

No municipality nor other section can usurp thi3 sovereign right. nor can any Act of 
the Legislature surrender the State’s sovereign control. It 1s therefore evident that 
the matters called to your attention for the tmprovement of the harbor of San Fran- 
cisco are of pressing general importance, and designed for the benetit of all the peaple 
of the State, and, were there no other reasons, would alane require this extrauidinary 
session. 

The amendments which T have suggested, if adopted by you, will afford adequate 
relief, and accomphsh all thatissnecessury fur the immediate improvement of the har- 
bor, without levying taxes upon the people, or even necessitating the issuance of bonds. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


The fifth reasun specified in the proclamation for which I have called this extraor- 
dinary session 1s tu pass a bill creating a Commissioner of Pubhe Works, defining his 
powers and duties, and fixing his compensation. 

A bill of this character passed both houses of the Legislature, and was on the last 
day of the Thirty-third Session presented to me for signature, duly signed by the 
President pro tem. of the Senate and the Speaker of the Assembly also, and duly certi- 
fied to by the Secretary of the Senate and the Chief Clerk of the Assembly, and was by 
me approved three days thereafter, to wit: March 21, 189¥. This Actis to be found on 
pozes 157 and 158 of the Statutes of 1899. 

After the approval of the Act my attention was culled to certain irregularities in the 
passage of said Act, due perhaps to the necessary haste during the last days of the ses- 
sian, and Ble an examination of the Journals of the Senate and Assembly I discov- 
ered the following facts: The Act as originally passed in the Senate allowed to the 


Commissioner the compensation Gf ighteen hundred dollars a year, and omitted the 
language expressed in Section 4 of the Aet ay it now appears in the Statutes. 

The bill passed the Senate February 23, 1899 (Senate Journal, p. 834), and on March 
7, 1899, was amended in the As-embly with the provisions which now appear, wherein, 
among other changes, an increased annual siJary was allowed the Drininiesiguer 
(Assembly Journal, pp. 1298 and 1299}. As thus amended, the bill passed the Assembly 
March 14, 1899 (Assembly Journal, }. 1506). Subsequently, March 16, 1899. the Senate 
refused to coneurin the Assemaly amendments, and appointed a conference committee 
(Senate Journal, p. 1351), and ov the same day ithe Assembly receded from the amend- 
ments. thereby consenting to the Senate bill es ¢ mzinally engrossed (Assembly Journal, 
p. 1595). On March 18, 1899, the bili as now proted was duly signed by the President 
pre tem. of the Senate and by the speaker of the Assembly, and was certified to by the 
Secretary of thé Senate and the Chieti Clerk of -he Assembly, and presented to me for 
signature. On the same day the bill, as so printed and presented to me, was reported 
to the Senate by the Chairinan of the Senate Committee on Enrolled and Engrossed 
Bills as correctly enrolled, and presented for my approval (Senate Journal, pp: 1481 and 
1482). Through sume singular mishap, the bill thus presented contained all of the 
amendments which had been passed in the Assembly and from which tbat House had 
subsequently receded, and in that form received my approval. It is almost needless to 
add that it would be impossible for the Governor tu follow in detail the entire course of 
every bill introduced in both houses durmg a session of the Legislature; and even if 
such examination were possible, the Governor would be necessarily obliged to rely upon 
the enrolled bulls for the correctness of the Inlis when the same are duly signed and 
certified by the proper officers of the Senate and Assembly; for, of course, it could not 
be expected that the Governor should enter the printing office and do the work of both 
the compositors and enrolling comnuitees 

As the bill now appears, it is at least an unsetiled proposition of law, in the event of 
litigation, whether the courts would go behind the enrolled bill and consult the 
Journals of the Houses in an inquiry as to its lezality. But at all events Iam satished 
that the Act itself, owing to this m:sfortune, does not properly express the intention of 
the people acting through their representatives, and I have therefore called your atten- 
tion to the defects in this most important legislation. sv essential for the prosperity of 
the farmers and other citizens of the Sacramento and San Joaquin valleys, and to the 
business and property of the Peppic of the various cities and towns along the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin rivers and their tributaries. 

The necessity for the legislation suggested ip the sixth ground of the proclamation 
is apparent from an examination of the Act relating to the Auditing Board of Publi 
Works, approved Maich 17, 1897, which contines the work to be done by the Board and 
Commissioner to the insufficient plans embodied 1m the report of the Engineers accom- 
peoyine the Report of the Commissioner of Pubhie Works, dated November 15, 1996. 
Not only is the repurt of the Enyineers ambiguous in its outline, but it was held, in the 
opinion of the Attorney-General rendered April 20, 1898, that neither the Auditing 
Board nor the Commissioner of Pubhie Works could expend any part of the money 
appropriated for the improvement of the Sacramento and San Joaquin rivers above the 
mouth of the Feather River. In consequence of this condition of the law, not only are 
thousands of acres of valuable and productive land in Yolo, Satter, and Yuba and other 
counties imperiled, but the inability to perforin such work above the mouth of the 
Feather River results in serious detriment tu work already done upon the Sacramento 
River. In the report of the Auditing Board aml Commissioner of Public Works made 
to Governor Budd, December 1, 1898, it was reconimended that the jurisdiction of the 
Board and of the Commissiuner should be extended. The Commussioner on page 7 of 
his report says- 

‘¢ As the law now stands, the money appropr:ated can only be expended on the San 
Joaquin and on the Sacramento River from the mouth of the Feather to Suisun_Bay. 
The expenditure of a very moderate amount on the Feather River, and on the Sacra- 
mento above the mouth of the Feather, would vastly improve the navigability of both, 
and incidentally afford protection to a large area of fertile country.” 

When we consider that the Federal Government has already appropriated large sums 
of money for the construction of restraining barriers and vther improvements on the 
Sacramento and Feather rivers, and has now able engineers engaged in the work under 
the Secretary of War, pursuant to the Act of Congress creating the California Debris 
Commission, it would be only the exercise of good faith on the part of this State, apart 
from the incalculable benefit tu our people, to couperate with the Federal Government 
in the work of improvement in directions which are not allowed to the Umited States 
engineers under said Act of Congress. 


REPEAL OF WIDE-TIRE LAW. 


The seventh subject specified in the proclametion requiring legislation is the repeal 
of the Act approved March 20, 1897, regulating the width of wagon tires to be used on 
the public highways. The Act 1s very inartihcialiy diawn, and contains provisions of 
doubtful constitutionality. Independent of such crine:sms, it is wholly unsuited for 
the purposes sought to be Rede: and will if attempted to be enfareed cause trouble 
and distress to thousands of farmer-, tradesme1., und other people using wagons within 
thin State. 

My attention has been called by the Highway Commissioner to various and con- 


fusing errors 1n the law itself, which are of such a character that I am positively 
informed that complance with the terms of the law by either wagon users or mantfac- 
turers 18 an impossibility. 

As the Act itself makes non-compliance with the law a crime, and punishable by fine 
and 1uprisonment, the continuance of such a law on our statute books would be a 
great wrong tu the people. 

REPEAL OF MINING LAW8. 


I have recommended in the eighth ground ofthe proclamation a substantial re-enact- 
ment of the Act approved March 20, 1899, repealing the State Mining Act, approved 
March 27, 1897, in order to obviate the misconstruction of the repealing Act of 1899, and 
to avoid possible litigation, owing to a clerical error which crept into the first section 
of the Act. 

LAND FRAUDS 


The object of the amendments proposed in the ninth and tenth grounds of the 
praclamation is of vast importance, and had this remedy been given which 1s suggested 
in the tenth ground, many thousands of ucres of valuable State land would not have 
been permitted during the last few years to pass under the control of land rings ata 
value of $1.25 per acre, to be at once resold by them at prices ranging from $M and 
upward per acre. 

Until proper amendments are made to the laws relating to our public land, power 
should be vested in the Governor to withdraw from sale the school lands which are 
now being used as scrip to take the place of the Valentine and Porterfield scrip. 

One of the principal objects of the sale by the State of its public lands to private 
persons is to encourage 1ts actual settlement and cultivation, and when the intention 
of our statutes is so perverted through the pernicious schemes of Jand jobbers, it 
becomes the high and solemn duty of the legislators to prevent such frauds for the 
protection of the people. 

Owing to the Act of Congress directing the President to set apart forest reserves 
upon the public domain of the United States, various reserves covering large tracts of 
valuable timber and other lauds belonging to the State in 16th and 36th sections have 
been placed within the boundaries of these reserves. As the title to these schuul sec- 
tions still remained in the State, they were subject to entry and sule under our State 
laws, notwithstanding that they fall within the boundaries of the proclaimed reserves 

In the Act of Congress dated June 4, 1497(Vol. 30, UT. 8. Statutes, paye 36), the follow- 
ing provision is made for the benefit of actual] settlers and owners of Jund within these 
reserves, allowing a relinquishment of thei: titles to the United States- 

“That in cages in which a tract covered by an unperfected bona fide claim or by a 
patent is included within the limits of a public forest reservation, the settler or owner 
thereof may, 1f he desires to do so, relinquish the tract to the Government, and may 
select in heu thereof a tract of vacant land open to settlement not exceeding in area 
the tract covered by his claim or patent; and no charge shall be made in such cases 
for making the entry of record or issuing the patent tu cover the tract selected , provided 
further, that in cases of unperfected cliuims the requirements of the laws respecting 
settlement, residence, improvements, and so forth, are complied with on the new claims, 
credit being allowed for the time spent on the relinquished claims.” 

This provision of the United States statute, together with the condition of our own 
laws, has been used by the land ring for their own selfish and unlawful purposes 

Immediately after the proclamation by the President of a forest reserve within this 
State, applications for State schovl land within such reserve have been hled, and imme- 
diately sold as serip by local dealers, as well as by dealers in other States, at prices 
ranging as Ligh ag $5 per acre, whereas the State can only receive $1.25 per acre | The 
land attorneys secure the relinquish ment of the entiyman or his assignee to the United 
States, and hle application for other public lands of the United States, even outside 
of the State of Galifornia. 

In cases where the State school lands within the reserves Lave been patented, the 
dealers secure under said Act of Congress patents tu other lands which they have 
located. 

By reason of this privilege afforded by the United States statutes and our own lax 
laws, the school Jands within the forest reserves are greatly increasing In value, and 
ae of the land has been cornered by the land attorneys, und 1s now advertised and 
solid a scrip 

Tf the State is ‘obliged to part under the existing laws with its school lands within 
these reserves, so that it likewise loses the taxes which would be paid by an actual set- 
tier, in the absence uf the ability of the State’s officers to detect and discriminate 
between fraudulent and bona fide land claims, then the peuple of the State should reap 
the beneht from the advanced value of such lands which now go to the land jobbers, by 
authorizing the Governor to withdraw such land from sale at the mimimum price, und 
to sellthe same at an increased price according toits value. Although many thousands 
of acies of land have ulready been lost to the State, I believe it to be absolutely and 
immediately necessary to call for the relief which I have proposed in the proclamation, 

To provide against this great fraud upon the State, it would have been my duty ty 
convoke you in extraordinary session had no other reason existed, for it 1s estimated 
that hundreds uf thousands uf dollars would be thereby gained for the State. 
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STATE LUNACY LAW. 


In the eleventh ground of the proclamation your attention has heen called to the 
repeal of Section 19 of the Act to establish ¢ State Lunacy Commission, approved 
March 31, 1897, and in the thirteenth ground T have advised the amendment to said 
Stute Lunacy Law so as to empower die Compr ssion to fix the salaries of all officers 
and employés The necessity for -lus change in the law will be apparent from the 
lecent experience uf the present State Lunacy Cammission. This Cominission a short 
time ago deemed it necessary for the preperand economical management of the several 
State Hospitals for the Insane to make a re luction in the salaries of officers and 
amiploy és whieh would create a saving to the State of over $20,000 each year, and at the 
same time the said officers and empicyés would be aniply compensated. Despite the 
Commussion’s efforts to economically administer the aftairs of the Staie Hosmtals, 
their praiseworthy purpose was in-peded by sore of the officers of the institution 
through menace of litiyation, the said officers contending that Section 19 of the Act of 
1897 (notwithstanding the amendments of the Act approved March 21, 1699) deprived 
the Commission of the power of muking this reduction To avoid possible litigation 
as to the proper construction of the State Lunacy Comnission’s powers, I have 
requested you to rectify the amhiguity, for 1] have no doubt that im passing the amend- 
ments at the last session of the Legislature your intention was to vest in the Lunacy 
Commission full power to regulate the salaries of officers and employés. Jf this power 
be vested in the present Lunacy Connumission, it will save the people of the State niure 
than $20,000 annually for years to come. 


AUTHORITY TO REMOVE APPOINTEES FOR CAUSE. 


Jn the twelfth and fourteenth grounds of the proclamation I have suggested that the 
Governor be granted the powerto remove for cause officers appuinted for dehnite terms, 
anc in the fifteenth ground I have advised that the power be likewise vested in the 
Governor of temporarily suspending fur cause corfirmees of the Senate. In thus request- 
ing this necessary authority [ have not harbored a single partisan thought nor desired 
such power for any political purpose, but my sole desire was that the responsibility 
which 1s laid upon ite Governor by the people should not be hampered through his 
utter helplessness to remove officers who misbehave themselves im office -o the detr- 
ment of the pubhe, or who may be even guilty of crime If the Governor ts to be held 
responsible to the people, and if the party which nominated and elected him 1s to be 
held likewise respons'ble to the electors for the Governor’s conduct of State affairs, he 
should he invested with power commensuracze with that respensihility. Personally I 
would prefer, were T not hound by my sacred oath of office, to be shorn of the responsi- 
bility for acts of others, and would not desire eren that the power of appointment to 
office should rest with me, for amons the most } winful and trying duties oi office have 
heen these when I have been ceaselessly 1mportuned and entreated tu grant positions 
to woithy but rival candidates. 

The appalling scandals at the Agnews State Hospital, which were 1evealed during 
several investigations of that institution, were o1 a character to show that the public 
welfare requires that full and summary poser should be given the Guvernor to rectify 
as far as possible such infamous wrongs. Unde. the present condition of the law an 
otheer once appointed fora definite term may be guilty of crime, continually dishonor 
his ottice, and enjoy the fruits of his malfeasance by resorting to the courts to defend 
his ciumes. To illustrate the very limited authority vested in the Guyernor, [ will state 
that a few months ayo senous crimes were charged against an officer now holding the 
same State oftice. and a petition was forwarded tu ine by one of the members acensing 
him in direct language with Hagrant crimes. Kuowing that the power was not given 
Mie to Investigate the charges, and if true, to my] t the wreng by remuval of the officer, 
in order to silence a hostile press which had used this incident for political and per- 
sonal ends, I reynested the opimon of the Attcrney-General, who rephed in wun 
assuring me of my utter inability to remove any appointed officer whatever who held 
office for a definite term. 

No spirit of partisanship has actuated me in tis reasonable request fur authority to 
remedy wrongs, but Iam guided altogether by a wish to fully serve the people of the 
ae and to protect them from the misdoings of any ofhicer without regard to political 
creee 

Afy distinguished predecessor in office, Hon. James H. Budd, who holds opposite 
political views, in his inaugural address called the attention of the Legislature to the 
necessity of granting the Governoriiuis power of removal in the following very proper 
words: 

‘Tf the Governor is to be held responsible for - he conduct of the departments whose 
inenmbents he nantes, he should have the control of those functionanes. In this State 
we should either have a system of continuous tenure during good behavior, as under 
the civil service classification of the General Government, or else the appointing power, 
whch, in the public mind, 1s held responsible fur the conduct of the appointee, should 
be vested with authority to remove the appointee, in the language of the Constitution, 
‘for misconduct, incompetence, or neglect of duty, after an oppurtunity to be heard on 
written charges ’”’ 

Again, in his first biennial message to the Legislature 1n_ 1897, the Governor, with 
the experience of two vears in office, repeated these words, and urged the Legislature to 
pass a law of that character, 
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Still again, Governor Budd, on the very eve of his departure from office, when he 
could not possibly be benefited by the passage of such Jaws, unselfishly requested the 
Legislature tu grant to the Governor this very necessary authority. If the Governor of 
this State is to be made the target where crimes are committed by appointees holding 
office for a detinite term, it 1s bat just that he should be equipped with the power to 
remove the guilty officer. No Governor could be found who would dare to misuse this 
solenin trust when once reposed in him by the people’s representatives. 


CONCLUSION. 


The foregoing are some of many reasons which [I hold in support of the grounds 
specitied in the proclamation conyening yuu in extraordinary session. 

Itis tv bedeplored that there are a few persons who, by reason of their own unworthy 
motives, attuibute to me improper political purposes in assembling you together, 
whereas, in truth and 1n fact, I have merely obeyed the promptings of impartial duty 
and the mandates of the law. 

If you shall conclude to pass the various laws suggested in the proclamation, there 
will thereby be saved to the State sums of money largely in excess of the expenditures 
which will be incurred on account of convoking this ‘Legislature, even should the cost 
thereof exceed the high estimates of those who—false to the interests of their country— 
have bitterly assailed this call for an extra session. 

Whether or not you differfrom me as to the necessity of legislation in detuil upon all 
of the topics suggested for legislation 1s ty me unimportant, only as it affects our com- 
mun country, for the responsibility now rests with your honorable body and not with 
me alone. 

You will nevertheless agree that your duty absolutely requires that the business of 
the session he transacted with the utmost dispatch consistent with the gravity of the 
subjects involved. 

Despite the malignant predictions, which through private malice have heen pub- 
lished, that this extraordinary session would engulf the State in vast expense, my con- 
fidence in your sense of duty and jn your ability, gained by a personal knuwledye of 
your conduct of legislative affairs during the thirty-third ‘session, bids me trust that 
this extraordinary session will be unexcelled in the history of tle State, and worthy of 
fuinre enmiation. : 

Irrespective vf your political views I believe in your honor, I believe in your ability, 
I believe in your integrity; and inspired by these beliefs I am assured that the duties 
which you owe to the people of the State and Nation will be econumically, honestly, 


and ably performed.

WuHereas, There is now pending in the Senate of the United States, for ratification, 
a so-called reciprocity treaty between this country and the British West [ndia Islands, 
known as the Jaminice treaty; and 

WuHeEreEsS, The proposed redaction of duties upon the importations from these 
islands that come into competition with the pioducts of the United States, apply only 
to sugar-cane products. citrus fruits, and fresh vegetables, which are only produced in 
competing quantities by the States of Florida, Louisiana, and California; and 

WuHereEax, The articles of export enumerated in said proposed treaty upon which a 
reduction of duty 1s vbtaited are neither produced or exported from either of the said 
States of Florida, Louisiana, or California, thereby entailing great loss tothem without 
any corresponding benefits, and 

WHEREAS, The citrus product of this State, amounting to over five millions of boxes, 
which will be doubled within the next decade, is handicapped hy a freight rate to the 

rincipal centers of population and trade, of nmety cents per box, which exceeds by 
fteen cents per box the combined freight rate and the proposed import duty from the 

British West Indies; and 

WHEREAS, The citrus products of these islands come directly intu competition with 
the holiday trade, which is known to be the best of the entire year, and 

WaHereas, The entire imports of the Island of Jamaica have never exceeded eight 
millions of dollars per annum, a jarge proportion of which 1s imported from England, 
owing to a preferential tariff rate; and 

WHereEas, At the request of this body and the petition of the citrus fruit-growers of 
this State, the ffty-fiith Congress fixed a tanff duty upon that product. placing it on an 
equality with the foreign production, in respect to the freight rate only; and 


WHereas, The American producer is entitled to, and ought, by right, to enjoy the 
beneht of his home market, when fully able to supply the demand; therefore, 

Resolved by the Senate of the Stateof California, the Assembly jointly, That it deprecates 
the attempt to disturb the present existing cunditions of the tariff upon sugar, citrus 
fruits, and fresh vegetables; that it 1s an unequal and unjust bardship to sacrifice the 
interests uf a few for the benefit of a very Jarge majority; that the sujposed benefits 
accruing tu this country in its added proportion of the eight millions of dollars of trade 
with Jamaica, will not compensate it for the logs inflicted upon one item alone of Cah- 
fornia production; that the California producer is entitled to a protective duty as 
against foreign competition, at least equal to the difference in their several freight 
rates, and that the American producer should be maintained in his demand for the 
markets of his own country; and be it further 

Resolved, That our Senators be instructed to vote against the ratification of said 
treaty, and that our Representatives in Congress be requested to use their influence and 
best efforts to accomplish its defeat.

CONSIDERATION OF CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT— (0UT OF ORDER), 


Senator Cutter asked for and was granted unanimous consent to take 
up at this time Senate Constitutional Amendment No. 1 for consider- 


ation. 
SENATE OCoONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT No. 1. 


Proposition to amend Article VI of the Constitution, relating to the Judicial Department. 


The Legislature of California, &t its special session convened January twenty-ninth, 
nineteen hundred, two thirds of all the members elected to each house voting therefor, 
proposes, tu the qualitied electors of the State, the following amendment to the Consti- 
tution. That Article VI be amended to read: 


Article VI—Judicial Department. 


Srotion 1. The judicial power of the State shall be vested 1n the Senate, sitting as a 
court of impeachment, in a Supreme Court, Distnet Courts of Appeal, Superior Courts, 
Justices of the Peace, and such inferior courts as the Legislature may establish in any 
incorporated eity or town, or erty and county. 

Section 2. The Supreme Court shall consist of a Chief Justice and four Associate 
Justices; provided, that the Chief Justice and the Associate Justices in office at the time 
of the adoption of this amendment shall continue in otfice and constitute the court 
until the expiration of their respective terms of office; and provided further, that at the 
expiration of the term of office of the two Justices having at the time of the adoption of 
this amendment the shortest terms to serve, their offices shall be abolished. The pres- 
ence of a majority of the Justices shall be necessary for the transaction of business 
(except such as may be done at chambers), and the concurrence of a majority of the 
Justices shall be necessary to pronounce a Judgment. 

The Supreme Court shall hold all of its sessions at San Franciscv. There shall he 
three regular sesaions each year, beginning on the second Mondavin January, May, 
and September. Special sessions may be held at any time on the order of the Chief 
Justice or of three Associate Justices. 

The Chief Justice and the Justices of the Supreme Court shall be elected by the quahi- 
fied electors of the State at large at the general State elections at the times and places 
at which State officers are elected, and the term of office shall be twelve years from and 
after the frst Monday after the first day of January next succeeding their election. 

If a vacancy occur in the othce of a Justice, the Governor shall appoint u person to 
hold the othce until the election and qualification of a Justice to fill the vacances, 
which election shall take place at the next succeeding general election at which State 
othcers are elected, and the Justice so elected shall hold the office for the remainder of 
the unexpired term 

The Supreme Cuurt shall have appellate jurisdiction direct from the Superior Courts 
in every action, proceeding or special proceeding where 1s necessarily diawn in ques- 
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tion the vahdity of a statute, or of st anthority *sercised under the United States; or 
where is necessarily drawn in question the validity of the Constitution or any statute 
of or authority exercised under tlis State on tie ground of being repugnant to the 
Constitution or laws of the United Siates; or where 1s necessamly drawn in question 
the validity of any statute cf or aurhority exercised under this State on the ground of 
being repugnant to the Cons‘itution of this Si.te, or where 1s necessanly drawn in 
qestion the legality of any tes, impost or assensinent, in all proceedings m exercise 
Oo the right of eminent domain, in actions a | eoceedings for usurpation or intrusion 
irty, or unlawful holding of. a public franchise, also in all erimmal] actloas{en ques- 
tions of law alone) in which the yudyment shall be death or imprisonment for hfe, and 
also im all cases m which the lact ot the adoptten by acity, or a eity and county. of a 
charter forits own government. or *be validisy of the sume, or any part thereof, or of

Section 3. The Siate is hereby divided inte three appellate districts, m each of 
whieh there shall be a Distiict Court of Appeal consisting of three Justices. There shall 
in each year be four regular sessions of each District Court of Appeal, commencing on 
the seeond Monday in February, May, August and November. Special sessiuns may be 
held at any time upon the order ot the court

The Legislature may remove one or more counties from one appellate district tu

The Justices of the Distiiet Courts of Appeal -hall be elected by the qualined electors 
‘ithin their respective distrel» at the yeneral State elections, at the times and places 
at which State officers are cleeted, and the term of office shall be twelve years from and 
after the first Monday after the tirsi dav of January next sneeceeding: the election ; 
provided, that on or before the first dav of January after this amendment takes effect the 
Governor shall appoint three Justiccs for each District Court of Appeal, to jiold office 
unt qualiheauon of Justices to he elected at the next succeeding general election. 
The Justices of each District Court of Appeal so elected at the first election shall, at 
their first meeting, so classify them-elves by Joz that one of them shall go out of office 
at the end of four years, one at_the end of eight years, and the third at the end of 
twelve years An entry of such classification shall be made in the minutes of the 
court, signed by them, and a dupheate therevf suall be hled in the office of the Secre- 
taiv of State 

If a vacancy occur in the office of a Justice of the District Court of ea hoy the Goy- 
etnor shall appoint a person_to bold the office -intil the election and qua ification of a 
Justice to hll the vacancy. Sneh clection shall take place at the next succeeding gen- 
eral election at which State officers ure elected, and the Justice so elected shall hold the 
otlice for the remainder of the unexpired term. 

The Justices of each of the District Courts of Appeal shall elect one of their number 
asa Presiding Justice. The presence of three Justices shall be necessary for the trans- 
action of any business by such court, and the concurrence of two Justices shull be 
necessary to pronounce a judgment 

Whenever any Justice of the Supreme Court 1s for auy reason disqualified or unable 
t. act in a cause pending before it, the remaining Justices may select one of the Justices 
af a District Court of Appeal tu act pro tempor. in the place of the Justice so disquali- 


fied or unable to act. Whenever any Justice of a District Court of Appeal is for any 
reason disqualified or unable to act in any cause pending before it, the Chief Justice 
may appuomt a Judge of a Superior Court, who has not acted in the canse in the court 
below, to act pro tempore in the place of the Justice so disqualified or unable tu act. A 
Justice of one District Court of Appeal nay at any time sit us a Justice pro tempore mn 
any other District Court of A ppeal upon the written request of any Justice of said court; 
every Justice pro tempore of the Supreme Court or of the District Court of Appeal, while 
acting as such, shall have the same power and authority as the Justice of such court. 

The several District Courts of Appeal shall have appellate jurisdiction in every civil 
action, proceeding and special piuceeding commenced and determined and (on ques- 
tions of Jaw alone) in every eriminal action prosecuted by indictment or information in 
the Superios Courts within their several appellate districts, excepting only those actions, 
proceedings or special proceedings in which an appeal direct to the Supreme Court from 
the Superio: Courts 1s expressly allowed by this article. The statutes now in force 
allowing, providing for and regulating appeals to the Supreme Court shall apply to 
appeals to the Distriet Courts of Appeal so far as consistent with this article until the 
Legislature shall make provisions fur appeals to said courts. 

The judgments and decrees of the District Courts of Appeal shall be final in all 
causes embraced within their appellate jurisdiction, except in the following cases: 

In any cause decided by a District Court of Appeal, if the decision of sueh Court of 
Appeal conflicts with a previous decision of the Supreme Court, or of another District 
Court of Appeal. the Supreme Court shall. upon petition to be filed within thirty days 
after entry af ndgment in the District Court of Appeal, order the cause to be heard by 
the Supreme Court, and thereupon the record shall be transmitted tu the Supreme 
Court, which shall hear and determine the cuuse. 

The Supreme Court, or any Justice thereof, shall have power to issue writsof habeas 
culpus, and the Supreme Court shall have power to issue writs of mandamus, certio- 
qaii, and prohibition tu the District Courts of Appeal, and shall likewise huve power to 
issue all writs, orders, and process necessary or proper to the complete and effectual 
exercise of 1ts appellate jurisdiction. Lt shall also have power to issue wiits of manda- 
nus, certiorart, and prohibition in any matter affecting a State, Congressional, or Presi- 
dential election The District Courts of Appeal shall have power to issue within their 
respective distniets writs of mandamus, certioran, probibition, quo warranto, and 
habeas corpus, and shall hkewise have power within such districts to issue all writs 
and orders necessary or proper to the complete and eftectual exercise of their appellate 
jurisdiction. Euch Justice of the District Courts of Appeal shall have power to issue 
writs of habeas corpus to any part of the appellate district in which he sits, and any 
such writ may be made returnable befure the Justice who 1-sued it, or the court from 
which it was issued, or any Justice thereof, or before any lower court of record, or 
before any Judge thereof. 

Unless oral argument be waived by the parties with the consent of the court, every 
canse and matter in the Supreme Court and in any District Court of Appeal (except 
such applications as may be made ex parte) shall be orally argued by the parties or 
then counsel in open court; but this shall not prevent the courts from requiring that 
the points tu be argued aud considered, together with a list of authorities tu sustain 
such pumnts, shall be printed and filed befure a cause is taken up for arguinent. Not 
more than twenty cases (except ex parte applications) shall be under submission for 
decision at any one time in the Supreme Court or im any Distriet Court of Appeal. All 
decisiuns of the Supreme Court and of the District Courts of Appeal shall be given in 
wiiting and the grounds of the decisiun shall be stated. A remittitur or mandate must 
19sue on every judgement of said courts on or before the expiration ot thirty days after 
the rendition thereaf 

Section 4. The Supreme Court shall, upon the organization of the District Courts 
of Appeal, trunsfer to them respectively any causes then pending in the Supreme Court 
and which have not been heard as are within the class of causes over which such Dis- 
trict Courts have appellate jumsdiction; and upon such transfer the District Courts of 
Appeal shall have al jurisdiction to hear and determine the same. 

Section 6. The Superior Courts shall have original Jurisdiction in all cases in equity, 
and in all cases at law which involve the title or pussession of real Probert the 
leyality of any tax, rmpost, assessment, toll, or municipal hne, and in all other cases in 
which the demand, exclusive of interest or the value of the property in controversy, 
amounts to three hundred dollars, and in all criminal cases arpounting to felony and 
eases of misdemeanor not otherwise provided for; of actions of forcible entry and 
detainer, of proceedings in insolveney; of action to prevent or abate a nuisance; 
of all matters of probate; of divorce and fur annullment of marriage, and of all such 
special cases and proceedings as are not otherwise provided for. And said courts shall 
have the power of naturalization, and to issue papers therefor. They shall have aj-pel- 
Jate jurisdiction in such cases urising in Justices’ and other inferior courts in_ their 
respective counties as may be prescribed by law. They shallalways be upen (legul holi- 
days and non-judicial days excepied), and their process shall extend to all parts of the 
State, provided, that all actions for the recovery of the possession of, quieting the title 
to, or fur the enforcement of liens upon real estate, shall be commenced in the county 
in which the 1eal estate, or any part Usereof affected by such action or actions, Is situated. 
Said courts and their judges shall have powerto issue writs of mundamus, certiorari, 
mohtbition, yuo warranto, and habeas corpus, on petition by or on behalf of any person 
m actual custody in their respective counties Injunctions and writs of prohibition 
may beissued and served on legal holidays and non-yudicial days. 
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Section 6. There shall bein each of the or,:anized counties, or cities and counties, 
of the State, a Superior Court. for each of which at least one Judge shall be elected by 
the qualified electors of the cuunty. or city ancl county, at the general State election, 

rovided, that in the City and County of San Francisco there shall be elected twelve 

ulges of the Superior Court, any one or mole ef whom may hold court. There may 
be as many sessions of said court, a the same time, as there are Judges thereof. The 
said Judges shall choose, from their own number, a Presiding Judge, who may be 
removed at their pleasure. He shall distribute the business of the court among the 
Judges thereof, and prescribe the order of busiress The Judgments, orders, and pro- 
ceedings of any session of the Superior Court held by any one or more of the Mees 
of said courts, respectively, shall be equally effe: tual ag if all the Judges of said respect- 
ive courts presided at such session. Ln each of the counties of Sacramento, San Joaquin, 
Los Angeles, Sonoma, Santa Clara, and Alanieda there shall be elected two such 
Judges. The term of office of Judges of the Superior Couris shall be six years from 
ani after the first Monday of Janusry next succeeding their election; provided, that 
the twelve Judges of the Supenor Court elected in the City and County cf San Fran- 
cisco, at the first election held under his Constitution, shall at their first meeting so 
classify themselves, by lot, that fuur of them shall go out of office at the end of two 
years, and four of them shall go out of office at the end of four years, and four of them 
shall go out of office at the end of six years, and an entry of such classification shall 
be made in the minutes of the court, signed by them, and_a dupheate thereof filed in 
the oftice of the Secretary of State. The first election of Judges of the Superior Courts 
shall take place at the first general election held after the adoption and ratification of 
this Constitution. If a vacancy occur in the office of Judge uf a Supenor Court. the 
Governor shall appoint a person to held the oftice until the election and qualification 
of a Judge to fill the vacancy, which election shall take place at the next succeeding 
general election, and the Judge so elected shall hold office for the remainder of the 
unexpired term. 

Section 7. In any county, or city and county, other than the City and County of 
San Francisco, in which there shall be more than one Judge vf the Superior Court, the 
Judges of such court may hold as many sessions of said court at the same time as there 
are udges thereof, and shall apportion the business among themselves as equally as 
may be. 

Section 8. A Judge of any Superior Court may hold a Superior Court in any county, 
at the request ofa Judge of the Superior Court. thereof. and upon the reyuest of the 
Governor it shall be his duty so to do. But a cause in the Superior Court may be tried 
by a Judge pro tempore, who must be a member of the bar, agreed upon in writing by 
ue erie itigant, or their attorneys of record, approved by the court, and sworn to 
ty the cause. 

aecron 9, The Legislature shall have no power to grant leave of absence to any 
judicial officer; and any such officer who shall absent himself from the State for more 
than sixty consecutive days shall be deemed tu have furfeited his office. The Legisla- 
ture of the State may, at any time, two thirds of the members of the Senate and two 
thirds of the members of the Assembly voting therefor, imcrease or diminish the 
number of Judges of the Superior Court in any county, or city and county in the State; 
provided, that no such reductiun shall affect any Judge who has been elected. 

Secrion 10. Justices of the Supreme Court. of the District Courts of Appeal, and 
Judges of the Superior Courts may be removed hy concurrent resolution of both houses 
of the Legislature adopted by a two-thirds vote of each house. AU other judicial officers 
except Justices of the Peace may he removed hy the Senate on the recommendation of 
the Governor; but no removal shall be made by virtue of this section unless the reasons 
therefor be entered on the journal, nor unless the party complained of has been served 
with a copy of the complaint against him and shall have had an opportuiuty of being 
heard in his defense. On the question of removal the ayes and noes Shall be entered on 
the journal. 

Section 11 The Legislature shali determine the number of Justices of the Peace to 
be elected in townships, incorporated cities, and iowns, or cities and counties, and shall 
fix by law the powers, duties, and responsibilities of Justices of the Peace; provided, 
such powers shall notin any case trench upon the jurisdiction of the several courts of 
record, except that said Justices shail have concurrent jurisdiction with the Superior 
Courts in cases of forcible entry and detuiner, where the rental value does not exceed 
twenty-five dollars per month, and where the whole amount of damages claimed does 
not. exceed two Lundred dollars, and 1n caser to enfurce and foreclose liens on personal 
property when neither the amvuunt of the liens nor the yulue of the property amounts 
to three hundred dollars.

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Secrion 15. No ]udicial officer, except Justices of the Peace and Court Commission- 
ers, shall receive to his own use any fees or perquisites of office 

Section 16. The Legislature shall arowde for the speedy and umfoerm publication 
of such opinions of the Supreme Court and of the District Courts of Appeal as may be 
ordered by said courts respectively, and all such opinions shall be free for publication 
by any person, 

Section 17. The Justices of the Supreme Court and Judges of the Superior Courts 
shall severally, at stated times during their continuance in office, receive for their services 
a conpengation which shall not be increased or diminished after their election nor 
during the term for which they shall have been elected, which compensation shall be 
paid by the State. Until otherwise changed by the Legislature, the annual salanes of 
the Justices of the Supreme Court shall be six thousand dollars each, and the Superior 
Court Judges shall receive the salaries nuw allowed by law, payable monthly. Each 
Judge of the Superior Court may appoint a competent stenographer for his court, who 
shall hold office during good behavivr. Such stenugrapher shall receive a salary for 
reporting, payable by the State, and fees for transcription when required, payable in 
cruninal cases by the county, and in civil cases by the party ordering the same. Such 
salary, which may vury in different counties in proportion to duties, and such fees shall 
be fixed by law. 7 

Sxctron 18. The Justices of the District Courts of Appeal shall severally, at stated 
times during their continuance in office, receive for their services &® compensation 
which shall not be increased or diminished after their election nor during the tern: for 
which they shall have been elected. The salaries of the Justices of the District Courts 
of Appeal shall be paid by the State. Unless otherwise changed by the Legislature, the 
annual salaries of the Justices of the District Courts of Appeal shall be six thousand 
dollars each. 

Section 19. The Justices of the Supreme Court, of the District Courts of Appeal, 
and the Judges of the Superior Courts shall be ineligible to any other office or public 
employment than a judicial office or employment during the term for which they shall 
have been elected. 

Secrion 20. Judges shall not charge jumes with respect to matters of fact, bat may 
state the testimony and declare the law. 

Section 21. The style of all process shall be“ The People of the State of California,” 
and all prosecutions shall be conducted in their name and by their authority. 

Section 22, The Supreme Court shall appoint a clerk of that court, but the present 
elerk uf the court shall hold office until the expiration of his term of office; a phono- 
graphic reporter, and a bailiff, who shall severally hold his office and be removable at 
the pleasure of the court. Each District Court of a Hage shall appoint a clerk, phono- 
graphic reporter and bailff, who shall severally hold his office and be removable at 
the pleasure of the court by which he is appointed. The Supreme Court shal! appoint 
a reporter of decisions, who shall appvint an assistant reporter for each of the District 
Courts of Appeal.

Thedecisions of the District Courts of Appeal shall be published 
in the same volumes with the opinions of the Rupreme Court under the same general 
title of California Reports; and all statutes in relation to the publication of the opin- 
ions of the Supreme Court shall be deemed to apply to the publication of the decisions 
of the District Courts of Appeal. 

Sxction 23. No Judge of a court of record shall practice law in any court of this 
State during his continuance in office. 

Section 24. No one shall be eligible to the office of a Justice of the Supreme Court, 
or of a District Court of Appeal, or of a Judge of a Superior Court, unless he shall have 
been admitted to practice hefore the Supreme Court of the State. 

Section 25. No Judge of the Supreme Court, nor of a District Court of aieerney nor 
of a Superior Court, shall draw or receive any monthly salary unless he shall take and 
subseribe an affidavit befure an officer entitled to administer oaths that no cuuse in his 
court remains undecided that has been submitted for decision for the period of ninety 
days.

But if the 
same person has not received a majority of the votes of each house, orif cither house 
has failed to take proceedings as reyuired bv this section, the Joint Assembly shall then

CONSIDERATION OF CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 


SENATE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT No. 3. 


Aresolution to propose to the people of the State of California an amendment to 
Been 8, Article XI, of the Constitution of the State of California, relating to 
charters. 


‘The Legislature of the State of California, at its thirty-third session, two thirds of 
all the members elected to the Senate and Assembly voting therefor, proposes to the 
quahtied electors of the State of California, the following amendment tu section eight 
of article eleven of the Constitution. 

Scaton eight of article eleven of the Constitution is hereby amended so as to read 
as followa: 

Section & Any city containing a poptilation of more than three thousand five 
hundred inhabitants may frame a charter for its own government, consistent with 
and subject to the Constitution and laws of this State, by causing a board of fifteen 
freeholders, who shall have been for at least five years quahhed electors thereof, 
to be elected by the qualitied voters of said city at any general or special election, 
whose duty 1¢ shall be, within ninety days after such election, to prepare and 
PEaiose a charter for such city, which shall be signed in duplicate by the mem- 

ers of such board, or a majority of them, and returned, one copy to the Mayor 
thereof, or other chief executive officer of such city, and the other to the Recorder 
of the county. Such proposed charter shall then be publighed in two daily news- 
papers of general circulation in such city, fur at least twenty days, and the first 
publication shall be made within twenty days after the completion of the charter; 
provided, that in cities containing a population of nut more than ten thousand 
inhabitants, sach proposed charter shall be published in one such daily newspaper; 
and within not Jess than thirty days after such publication it shall be submitted te the 
qual fied electurs of said city at a general or special election, and if a majority of such 
qualified electors voting thereon shal) ratify the same, 1t shall thereafter be submitted 
to the Legislature forits approval or rejection as a whole, without power of alteration or 
amendment. Such anpiowal may be made by concurrent resolution, and if approved 
by a majority vote of the members elected to each house, 1t shall become the charter of 
such city, or, sf such city be consolidated with a county, then of such city and 
county, and shall become the organic law thereof, and. supersede any existing 
charter and all amendments thereof, and all laws incunsistent with such charter. 
A copy of such charter, certihed by the Mayor, or chief executive officer. and anthen- 
ticated by the seal of such city, setting furth the submission of such churter to the 
electors, and its ratification by them, shall, after the approval of such charter by the 
Legislature, be made in dupheate, and deposited, one in the office of the Secretary of 
State, and the other, after being recorded in said Recurder’s ofhce, shall be depossted in 
the archives of the city, and thereafter all courts shall take judicial notice of said Pr 
charter. The charter. so ratified, may be amended at intervals of not Jess than two 
years by proposals therefor, submitted by the legislative authority of the city to the 
Ct electors thereof at a general or ypecial election, held at least forty days after 
the publication of such proposals for twenty days in a daily newspaper of yeneral cir- 
culation in such city, and ratified by a majority of the electors votmg thereon, and 
aU GRATE by the Legislature as herein provided for the approval of the charter. Tu 
submutting any such charter, or amendments thereto, any alternative article or propeusi- 
tion may be presented for the choice of the voters, and may be voted an separately 
without prejudice to others.

Such election shall he conducted in the following manner: Each house shall 
openly, by a viva voce vote of each member present, name one person for Senator in 
Congress from such State. and the name of the person so voted for who receives a 
majority of the whole number of votes cast mm each house shall be entered on the Jour- 
nal of that house by the Clerk or Secretary thereof, or if either of them fails tu give 
such majority to any person on that day, the fact shall be entered on the Journal. At 
twelve o'clock mw of the day following that on which proceedings are required to take 
place as aforesaid, the members of the two houses shall convene in Joint Assembly, 
and the Journal of each house shall then be read, and 1f the sume person bas received a 
majority of all the votesin each house he shall be declared duly elected Senator. But 
if the same person hus not received a majority of the votes of each house, or if either 
honse has failed to take proceedings as required by this section, the Juint Assembly 
shall then proceed to choose, by a viva voce vote of each member present. a person for 
Senator, and a person who receives a majority ot all the votes of the Joint Assembly, a 
majority of all the members elected to both houses being present and voting, shall be 
declared duly elected.

He shaJjl distiibi te the business of the court among the 
Judges thereof, and prescribe the order of business. The judgments, orders, and pro- 
ceedings of any session of the Superior Court held by any one or more of the Judges of 
said courts, respectively, shall be equally eftee ual as if all the Judges of said respective 
courts presided at such session. In the county of Los Angeles there shall be elected 
six auch Judges; in the county of Alameda four such Judges, in each of the counties 
of Sucramento and Santa Claia, three such Judges; and m each of the counties of San 
Joaquin, Sonoma, San Bernardiny. Fresno, Humboldt, and San Diego, two such Judges. 
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The term of office of Judges of the Supenor Courts shall be six years from and after 
the first Monday of January next succeeding their election. Ifa vacancy occur in the 
office of Judge of a Superior Court, the Governor shall appoint a person to hold 
the office until the election and qualification of a Judge to fill the vacancy, which 
election shall take place ut the next succeeding yeneral election, and the Fudge so 
elected shall hold office for the remainder of the unexpired term.”

By repealing Section [9 ot Arnel2 ILL of “An Act to establish a State Lunacy Com- 
mv ssion, to provide a uniform povernment anc management of the State Hospitals for 
the Insane, and to provide jor the sure, custody, and apprehension of persons beheved 
tu be insane, and the commitment of insane persons, and providing for the transfer of 
unexpended appropriations of moneys anc properties.” approved March 31, 1807, as 
recommended in my prouclune tioh vou have enpowered the Lunacy Commission to 
reduce and 1egulate the cost of managing the State Hospitals for the Insane, which will 
enable the Conmussion to save to the peoph ot the State, through their new schedule 
of salaries, upward of sixty thousand dollars for the remaining three \ ears of my official 
term, thus paying more than the whole expense of this extraordinary session
